INDIAN WHEAT. 


Very Important Information Fur- 
nished by Consul Mattison. 


American Farmers Advised That They Must 
Change Their Plans--Wheat Acreage of 
India--Bringing Back a Signal Service Ex- 


pedition. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—The list of offi- 
cers and men who are to make the expedition to 
the far North to bring back the party of observers 
sent to those inhospitable regions by the Signal 
Services less than two years ago is nearly com- 
pleted. Work has already begun upon the details 
of the trip, and within ninety days the party is ex- 
pected to be on its way to the icy fastnesses which 
have bound Lieutenant Greely and his party since 
their arrival there. 

“Why is this expedition being recalled so 
early?” asked your correspondent of Gen. Hazen 
yesterdayas He was talking of the expedition 
and its prospects. “The intention was that it 
should be three years absent, was it not?” 

“Yes,” said the General, “that was the intention, 
but this step is takea in obecience to act of Con- 
gress, and from that we have no appeal, you 
Know. We regret the necessity for caliing the 
party back so soon, but there is no other way 
The sum allowed us for completing this work and 
bringing the observers back is only sufficient for 
one trip North, and as one expedition last year 
did not succeed in reaching them, of course, we 


must send one this year, and that without fail.” 
INDIAN AND AMERICAN WHEAT. 
Consul-General Mattson, of Calcutta, writes the 
State Department that nearly a million acres 
have just been added to the wheat-growing 
area of India by the completion of an 
irrigating canal, 500 miles long, and with 
ininor channels 2,500 miles iong. The increased 
production of wheat in India and the reduced 
rates of transportation, Consul Mattson says, are 
matters of grave importance to the American 
wheat-grower. The annuai production of wheat 
in India, he says, now reaches about 240,000,000 
bushels, which is.about half the amount 
annually produced in this country.

That she can now 
supply the European market wiih about 
40,000,000 bushels annually and possess 
facilities for increasing the supply to an almost 
unlimited extent, That. in quality, cheapness 
of transportation, facilities for haudling, safety 
agaiust damage during transit and stability of 
money exchange, the American wheat, especiaily 
that from the Northwest, has such advantaces 
that there need be no serious apprehension on 
account of Indian competition at legitimate 
prices; but that in order to maintain this advan- 
tage itis absolutely necessary that America 
should keep pace with Indiain the efforts to re- 
duce and maintain freights at the lowest pgssible 
minimum. On the other han it 
is an indisputable fact that In- 
dian wheat has already become and will con 
tinue to be a very important factor in the grain 
markets of Europe, and a check against high 
prices brought about by speculation or by any 
other unnecessary or artificial means.

Mr. George Bain Suspends Temporarily— 
What He Says. 

Much excitement was caused on ’Change this 
afternoon by the reported failure of Geo. Bain. 
Mr. Bain was met at his office on Commercial 
street, and he talked freely aboutthe mat- 
ter, not showing any desire for concealment. 

“lam hard up,” he said, ‘“‘and I have ny 
for « time. But Lown. clear of debt, twice as 
much money as the amount I owe. I well pay 
every dollar of my indebtyess, with interest, and 
that too in a very short time. Nobody will have 
to wait very long for his money.” 

‘What was the cause of the suspension?” he 
was asked. : 

“Only the vicissitudes of business. Nothing 
more. I have not lost one single dollar in specu- 
lation, not one dollar. Lhave spenta great deal 
of monev lately. I have built the big Atlantic 
Mills, and Trun the Phoenix Mills and the City 


Mills, too, you know. I had purchas- 
ed large amounts of. wheat and 
had to consign them in Europe. 


Matters did not come out exactly asI thought 
they would and the result is that 1 have been 
caught for a short time, nothing more.” 

“Then it 1s only a temporary suspension?” 

“Yes, and only a very temporary one, too, at 
that. As ltold you, I will pay every dollar, with 
interest.” 

The Atlantic and the Phoenix mills will be clos- 
ed for a time as soon as they are out of wheat. 
One of Mr. Bain’s employes, in talking about the 
matter, expressed great confidence. ‘Why,’ said 
he, “these new mills, the Atiantic, are worth at 
least $250,000 alone. Well, the whole 
encumbrance on it is only $100,000. 
His other property isin the same condition.” A 
number of Mr. Bain’s creditors called while the 
reporter was there, and all expressed their utmost 
confidence, The Atlantic and the Phoenix Mills 
are owned by stock companies, in which Mr. Bain 
hoids large interests.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 

W.S.Orthwein. of Orthwein Bros,has just return- 
ed from a drive through the finest wheat section of 
St. Clair, 1ll., around Mascoutah, Fulton and oiher 
towns, taking a radius of thirty miles around 
Mascontah. He says there was nothing but wheat 
fields to be seen in every direction, but a good 
deal of it had been damaged, both by the fly and 
the frosts. He estimates that not over two-thirds 
of a cropewill be raised in that section, even with 
favorable weather. The late fine weather has 
improved it some, and in places where the farmers 
had commenced to plough the plant up it turned 
so green, that they stopped. W. C. Augur, now 
traveling through the country for Halliday Bros., 
of Cairo, taking observations of the wheat crop, 
writes Capt. J. S. Nanson from Springtield, Mo. 
that farmers report “prospect for half-crop, tak- 
ing average say ten years, 20 to 25 per cent of 
wheat is being plowed up, or will be. Prairie 
wheat and that sown broadcast is the poorest, 
drilled and bottom land wheat the best. Not much 
bottom land out this way, however, but most 
wheat is drilled. Dealers paying $1. Favorable 
weather may show some increase.” His informa- 
tion covers Green, Christian, Laclede and Doug- 
lass counties. J.8. Weaver, Stanberry, Mo., writes: 
“We are getting nothing at this point. 
Farmers have sold considerable corn inthe past 
two weeks to feeders, as hogs and cattle are 
high,and we will not have much left for shipment. 
Our wheat will uot be over half crop. It is bad- 
ly winter-killed.”’——Regarding the report of hot 
and damaged wheat in New York and Brooklyn 
elevator, J. M. Fuller*& Co. wire the Culver 
Commission Company: “All such reports utterly 
unfounded. Stocks in store are being decreased 
weekly, and I,personally,cottsider wheat in splen- 
did order.”,——C. A. King & Co., of Toledo, tele- 
graph that the late Agricultural Department 
reports on the Lilinois wheat oe wee gathered 
on April 1st and are obsolete.——New York stock 
of wheat has decreased 376,000 bu., while corn 
\has increased 52,000 and oats 98,000-——Correspond- 
ents allalong the line of the Missouri Pacific 
and the Wabash roads write that the wheat is 
looking much better, owing to recent favorable 
weather._—A city miller who exports flour iarge- 
ly to Europe says they have such large stocks on 
the other side that they are eating it up and won't 
buy any more.——Stocks in Toledo to-day,, 2,606,- 
234 bu. wheat, 687,178 corn, and 9,895 oats, an In- 
crease of 69,000 bu in wheat and a decrease of 
60,000 in corn and 39,000 in oats for the week,—— 
Miiwaukee’s stock of wheat to-day, 1,262,583 bu, 
an increase of 20,000 bu. for the week. 

—A vote on the rule prohibiting trading out of 
hours, before the Exchange doors open in the 
morning, after they close for the day andona 
holiday, will be taken to-morrew. This rule is in 
force in about every other market of this country 
and probably will be carried here. If it is, l’resi- 
dent Ewald declares most emphatically that its 
object will be rarried out to the letter, and the 
eorere d will be iaflicted upon any one found 

reaking the rule. There will be no winking at 
ee matter, and the members. can depend upon 
that. 

The grain market started in for the week with 
another decline, and it wasa large one too. The 
splendid weather and large stocks in sight, 
though later showed sigus of decrease, were 
still too much tor the bulls to contend 
with, and added to this improved _ re- 
ports regarding the condition of the winter wheat 
crop aid heavy selling orders, the market gave 
way. The country, which has been hanging on to 
the long side of both wheat aud corn, but inainly 
the former, seemed finally to have given up the 
Sstruggies and orders to close out were received to 
large amounts in both Chicago aud St.Louis. Some 
of these country longs were closed out without 
their orders to do so. The pressure to sell on this 


account Was taken advantage of by the shorts 
and they heiped also to depress the mar- 
ket free offers 10 sell, The 


chief demand, in fact almost the only one, came 
from shorts covering, buta great many of these 
as fast as they covered put out fresh lines, but 
these shoris’ purchases made a fiuctuating mar- 
ket, frequently running prices up considerably.
